The  first  time  we  were  privileged  to  hear  this  verse 
of  testimony  from  the  lips  of  our  beloved  African  brother, 
Levison  Muchunga,  little  did  we  realize  that  before  he 
would  return  again  to  his  Rhodesian  homeland,  he 
would  be  ushered  into  the  presence  of  the  Son  whom  he 
lived  to  glorify. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  the  day  would  come  when 
the  so-called  "heathen  lands"  would  be  sending  mission- 
aries back  to  us,  to  show  us  the  meaning  of  true  ded- 
ication and  devotion  to  Jesus  Christ.  Levison  made  that 
prediction  come  true  for  us  at  T.B.C. 

Rev.  Levison  Muchunga  was  a  minister  in  the  Lfnited 
Church  of  Central  Africa.  He  came  to  Toronto  Bible 
College  to  spend  a  year  studying  Bible  and  evangelism, 
but  many  will  testify  that  the  spiritual  benefits  received 
from  being  in  his  presence  far  exceed  the  worth  of 
anything  we  had  to  pass  on  to  him.  To  see  his  radiant 
smile  and  to  hear  him  exclaim  "thank  you,  Lord  Jesus", 
was  to  know  that  here  was  a  man  who  lived  in  the  con- 
tinuel  awareness  of  his  Saviour's  presence. 

Words  are  inadequate  to  express  our  feelings  when 
we  learned  of  his  sudden  passing  justa  short  time  before 
he  was  to  return  to  Ndola,  Northern  Rhodesia.  Our 
prayers  and  deep  sympathy  continue  to  go  out  to  his 
wife  and  four  children. 

We  dedicate  this  book  to  this  great  saint  of  God 
with  the  prayer  that  by  His  Spirit  God  might  cause  us 
to  grow   into  a   like   maturity   of  faith,  hope,  and  love.
